Am erican ambas­ 
sador to Mexico, announced his em­ 
phatic opposition to several plana un­ 
der consideration by the state depart­ 
ment for bringing about peace in the 
troubled Mexican republic. 
Supplementing statements he made 
earlier In the day, disapproving the 
suggestions 
of 
Am erican 
mediation 
or the appointment of a tripartite 
commission, Mr. W ilson gave his rou- 
sons why he considered the plan for 
a trijm rtite commission not a feasible 
one. 


Against Monro« Doctrine. 


“ If we are to consider such a plan, 
we may as well abandon the Monroe 
doctrine entirely,” he said. 
“ The Monroe doctrine pledges the 
United States to take care of the In 
terests 
of 
Am erican 
governments 
without the aid of any foreign coun­ 
try." 
Mr. W ilson was reticent when ques­ 
tioned as to his policies on Am erican 
Intervention and recognition of M exi­ 
co by the United States. 
These views, he said, he felt he 
must reserve for his conference w ith 
President 
W ilson 
and 
Secretary 
Bryan.

here are that an effort w ill be made 
by 
the W ashington 
government 
to 
pursue a well-defined policy in Mexico 
before events reach a crittcnl stage. 
The lirst step in the formulation of 
a policy w ill be taken when Am bas­ 
sador H enry Lane W ilson w ill bring 
to the president and Secretary B r y ­ 
an first 
hand information of the sit­ 
uation there. 
After Ambassador W ilson has con­ 
ferred with Secretary Ilryan he w ill 
talk 
further 
with

and probably w ill be asked to appear 
before the senate committee on for­ 
eign relations.

AUSTRIA INSISTS ON PEACE 


Immediate Cessation of W a r In Bal­ 
kans to Be Enforced. 


London, 
Ju ly 26.— Austrian 
repre­ 
sentatives at Athens and Belgrade pre­ 
se n t ed 
a demand for un immediate 
cessation of hostilities, together with 
a warning that Austria will not allow 
Bulgarlu to be too greatly humiliated. 
It 
was 
declared 
in Vienna 
that 
should Greece and Servia still oppose 
an armistice, a Roumanian anny, act­ 
ing as a mandatory of Austria and 
Russia, will prevent any attack on Bo- 
fla, and that Austria will take oven 
more energetic steps, if necessary, to 
stop the war. 
Should it he true that Austria and 


Russia thus have agreed to co-operate 
the pressure exercised doubtless wlU 
be effective. 


St. Paul, Ju ly 26.— Returns on 85 
per oent of the total vote of 1.237 tele­ 
graph and 
telephone operators and 
station agents on the Northern Pacific 
railway system, which, according to 
Sam Johnson, chairm an of the opera­ 
tors’ union committee, overwhelm ing­ 
ly favor the demands made by th»* 
committee, indicate that 
a genera! 
strike of the Northern Pacific key men 
may be precipitated in the near fu­ 
ture if the railroad officials do not 
make satisfactory concessions. 
The union committee, in conference 
with road officials, demanded that the 
operators 
be 
given on 
increase in 
wages of about. 13 per cent; that over­ 
time be given for Sunday work in of­ 
fices located in large cities; that the 
split "trick,” which requires that an 
employe work part of his time in tho 
morning, for example, and the remain­ 
ing hours in the evening, he elim inat­ 
ed, and that a two-weeks’ vacation, 
with full pay, be granted annuully to 
those who have been in the employ of 
the road two years or more. 
These 
demands were refused and the com­ 
mittee sent out blanks to operators 
employed on the entire system. 
The 
latter were asked to state their opin­ 
ion on the stand taken by fhe com­ 
mittee. 
W hile all the votes taken in the 
W est has not yet been reported upon. 
It is expected that all the returns w ill 
he in within the week. 
Another con­ 
ference then 
will be arranged with 
railroad officials. 
The outcome of this 
w ill 
determine 
the question 
as 
to 
whether there is to bo a general walk­ 
out of operators on the Northern Pa­ 
cific lines. 
"The grand officers of the Union, 
whose headquarters Is at Ht. Ix>uis, 
are opposed to arbitration,” said Mr. 
Johnson.

mands are Just and should be acceded 
to outright."

their various actions, yet no one ever 
misses an opportunity to make a move 
which w ill line up the parties solidly 
against each other. 
i 
And it seems also that in the parti­ 
sanship that has been shown recently 
i the former Republicans, now Progres­ 
sives. are found voting with their for- 
j rner party associates on most meas­ 
ures. The cards seem to fall that way. 
but it is generally a fact that one mi- 
; nority party finds forces of clrcum- 
I stances compelling them to support an­ 
other minority party against the party 
in control. 


Defend the Administration. 


The Democrats in congress naturally 
defend the administration. The Demo- 
crats defended Bryan when attacked 
by Bristow for going about the coun­ 
try lecturing. 
They prevented the R e­ 
publicans from taking adverse action 
in the Camlnetti-Diggs case in C ali­ 
fornia. 
In both instances the Demo­ 
crats were on the defensive und back­ 
ing up the acts of the administration. 
Bristow, who does yet call himself a 
Republican and who Is at least a near 
Progressive, led the fight against B r y ­ 
an. 
One Progressive, Poindexter of 
Washington, 
voted w ith the Demo­ 
crats. 
Others of that party and lean­ 
ing that w ay did not vote. 
But the 
Republicans and Progressives formed 
something of an alignment, Just as 
they have been doing on the tariff bill. 
On different votes tho same thing hns 
occurred in the house. 


Not In So Much of a Rush. 


There was a time when it seemed 
ns if the house of representatives could 
brook not a moment of delay in get­ 
ting at the M ulhall charges. 
Members 
pleaded for instant action; they deplor­ 
ed the delay of a few days for the com­ 
mittee to consider tho resolution; they 
jumped on Jim Mann for forcing an 
adjournment when there was no quo­ 
rum; in fact, it seemed as if speed on 
a high gear only would satisfy the 
house. 
And yet, after the committee was 
appointed, days drifted into weeks, and 
the house did nothing. 
The fact was 
that the senate had captured Mulhall 
and bad the big show under one tent 
and that tent was in the senate office 
building 


May Demand a Quorum. 


Minority Leader Mann has shown ir ­ 
ritation over some things the Demo­ 
crats have done and may insist that a 
quorum shall be in the house from this 
time forward. 
“ W e are here for all 
summer,” he remarked when the ma­ 
jority refused to permit a discussion of 
the Caminetti-Dlggs case by Congress­ 
man Kahn of California. 
Of course 
the Democrats can keep a quorum if 
their members w ill attend, for they 
have a very large majority. 


Another Investigation? 


It takes so little to start an investi­ 
gation these days that it would not he 
surprising if Senator Bristow ’s intim a­ 
tion that another senator had been too 
free with the telegraph at government 
expense would start another inquiry. 
In these days it doesn’t bike much 
more than the w aving of a hand and 
saying “ Scut!” to produce u congres­ 
sional inquiry. 


Reforming the Record. 


The senate threatened to get virtu­ 
ous tho other day about loading the 
Record 
w ith 
everything 
that 
came 
handy. 
A protest was mtule by Sen­ 
ator Stone against printing editorials 
in the Record, follow?*! by Senator 
Brandugec, who declared that the R ec­ 
ord should contain ouly what trans 
pi red in the senate.

Company officials gave out an unof­ 
ficial statement that the governor’s 
presence here would be welcomed, but 
gave no Indication that they would 
change their attitude of refusing to 
treat with tin* strikers. 
The governor declined to come here, 
and announced that he has no present 
intention of withdrawing tin* militia. 
During the day there were fewer 
disorders. 
Outbreaks occurred spas­ 
modically in the outlying districts, but 
for the most part the men obeyed 
strictly tho orders of their leaders 
against violence of any kind. 
A call for troops came from the

This Valuable Substance Is Due to tho 
Presence of Bacteria. 
W e find a vast difference in th e fer­ 
tility of different soils, w rites C. I*. 
M cArthur, assistant bacteriologist, Id a­ 
ho experim ent station. 
F or Instance, 
sand, although it may contain all the 
elem ents necessary for plant food, is 
still found barren and w ithout vegeta­ 
tion. 
G arden soils, however, may con­ 
tain less plant food than the sand and 
still bo considered very fertile. 
This 
difference is usually due to the sub­ 
stance know n as humus. 
W here the 
hum us is present the different ele­ 
m ents are present In a form th at plants 
.c a n use. 
T his hum us is the rem ains of 
J previous plants and anim als. 
When 
plants die th a t part which is not used 
for comm ercial purposes usually goes 
back to th e soil. 
In much th** sam e 
way a g reat deal of the anim al body 
reaches the soil. 
As soon as this m aterial roaches the 
soil It is attacked by millions of bacte­ 
ria, which are known as th e decompo­ 
sition bacteria. 
These bacteria soon 
cause a great m any changes in th e m a­ 
terial. each change tending to break 
dow n th** complex Into th e more sim ­ 
ple compounds. 
A p art of this material 
Is set free in the form of gases an d is 
lost In the atm osphere, but the greatest 
p art rem ains in the soil as a partly de­ 
composed mass and is know n as hu­ 
mus. 
Different classes of bacteria continue 
their work on this m aterial after it has 
reached the form of humus, decompos 
lug it still fu rther and building plant 
food and 
other substances from 
it. 
Thus we see th at hum us is continually 
changing. 
It is never the sam e in tw’o 
different fields, and It also differs from 
year to year In the sam e field. 
The addition of m anure to a field 
does a g reat deal tow ard th e form ation 
of humus. 
It not only adds decompos­ 
ing m a tte r to the soli, but it also adds 
large num bers of bacterin which form 
hum us out of the m aterial already in 
the soil. 
T hu s we find th a t if It were 
not for the work of bacteria there 
would not be any humus, as the various 
plant and anim al m atter would not de­ 
cay.
